n the early 2000s | had an idea about bringing the granny square out of the 1970s, updating it, and 

creating new and interesting projects with all the new and fabulous yarns that we have today. | was 
full of enthusiasm for my idea and worked hard on a proposal, only to have it rejected as “passé.” | 
filed away the proposal and went on to other things. | met Creative Publishing international and after 
doing about ten books for them, my editor asked if | had any new ideas. | answered, very tongue in 
cheek, “I’m out of ideas, unless you want a ten-year-old proposal that has already been rejected 
once.” Linda Neubauer replied, “Let me see it,” and The Granny Square Book was born. The book 
has been very successful, thanks to CPi for believing in my idea and turning it into such a beautiful 
book; and to all of you, my faithful readers. Not long afterward, a second book, Granny Square 
Flowers, “bloomed.” It’s hard to believe, but crocheters’ love of the granny square has survived and 
continues to thrive. 


Granny square blankets are a perennial favorite. They can be crocheted to fit any décor, and they 
make heartwarming gifts. In this book ГИ show you how any single square can be used to crochet 
several blankets with totally different looks. Changing color schemes, yarn types, and arrangements 
of the squares are only the beginning. Distinctive borders and edge finishes multiply the possibilities. 
A wide range of yarns and fibers have been used for the blankets, which demonstrates how 
wonderfully versatile the granny square can be. For every blanket, the specific brands and colors are 
listed in case you want to make your blanket exactly like mine. | have used everything from baby 
weight to bulky yarns to create really interesting looks. 


Getting the exact gauge is not absolutely necessary for a blanket, and you can change yarn weight 
and hooks to create your own look; just be aware that the finished size of each blanket will be 
different if you make these changes, and you may also need different amounts of yarn. 


| hope that you enjoy this book and have fun adding your own special touches to make each blanket 
your own.

Make 11 using B 
for Rnds 1, 2, and 3, and A for Rnds 4, 5, and 6. 


ASSEMBLY 


Sew squares into 5 strips, using whipstitch seam (see page 125), following the Assembly Diagram. 
Don’t sew the strips together yet.

RND 2: SI st in next corner ch-3 sp, ch 6, dc in same sp, *dc in each st across to next corner**, (dc, ch 
3, dc) in corner sp, rep from * around, ending last rep at **, join with a SI st to 3rd ch of beg ch-5. 
Fasten off. 

Sew strips together, following Assembly Diagram for placement.

RND 1: With RS facing, join A with a SI st in bottom right corner, ch 6, dc in same sp, *dc in each st 
across to next corner**, (dc, ch 3, dc) in corner sp, rep from * around, ending last rep at **, join with a 
SI st to 3rd ch of beg ch-5. 

RND 2: SI st in next corner ch-3 sp, ch 6, dc in same sp, *dc in each st across to next corner**, (dc, ch 
3, dc) in corner sp, rep from * around, ending last rep at **, join with a SI st to 3rd ch of beg ch-5. 
Fasten off A. 

RND 3: With C, rep Rnd 2. Fasten off C.

The Ferris Wheel square, when made in solid colors and joined to form bold stripes, creates a very 
contemporary look. Add a braided edge to complete the blanket. The yarn used is a 100 percent anti- 
pilling acrylic, which is soft and luxurious to the touch. 
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Universal Uptown worsted, 100% acrylic, 3.5 oz (100 g), 180 yd (165 m): 2 skeins #314 Lime (A), 2 skeins #313 Sage (B), 2 skeins

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i Hook: H-8 (5 mm)

RND 3: With RS facing, join G in last corner ch-3 space, ch 1, sc in corner ch-3 space, *ch 4, drop Ip 
from hook, insert hook under the next ch-3 sp of previous rnd, pick up dropped Ip and draw through 
the ch-3 Ip, rep from * around, join with a SI st in first sc. Fasten off G.

RND 2: With RS facing, join C in beg ch-3, ch 3, side puff over ch-3 just made, *dc in next dc, side puff 
over the dc just made, sk next ch-1 space, rep from * across to next corner, dc in next corner ch-2 
space, side puff over the dc just made, rep from * around, join with a SI st to top of beg ch-3, pull up D 
in loop. Fasten off C. 


RND 3: With D, ch 1, *[sc in top of side puff, sc in next ch-1 space] across to corner side puff, (sc, ch 1, 
SC) in corner side puff, sc in next ch-1 space, rep from * 3 times, join with a SI st in first sc, do not 
fasten off D.

RND 2: With RS facing, join A with a SI st in first dc right after corner, ch 1, sc in first dc, *[sc in next 
ch-1 space, sc in next dc] across to next corner, (sc, ch 1, sc) in corner ch-3 space, rep from * around, 
join with a SI st in first sc. 


RND 3: Ch 3 (counts a dc here and throughout), 2 dc in same st, *sk next 2 sc [3 dc in next sc, sk next 
3 sc] across to next corner, sk last 2 sc, [2 dc, ch 2, 2 dc] in next corner ch-3 sp, sk next 2 sc, rep from 
* around, join with a SI st in top of beg ch-3. 

RND 4: Ch 3, 2-dc cluster over next 2 sts, *ch 3, 3-dc cluster over next 3 sts, rep from * across to next 
corner, (3 dc, ch 3, 3 dc) in next corner ch-2 space, join with a SI st in top of beg ch-3. 

RND 5: Ch 1, *[sc in top of cluster, 3 sc in next ch-3 space] across to last cluster before corner, sc in 
each of next 3 dc, (2 sc, ch 3, 2 sc) in next corner ch-3 space, sc in each of next 3 dc, rep from * 
around, join with a SI st in first sc. Fasten off A. 


RND 6: With RS facing, join B with a SI st in top right-hand corner, ch 5 (counts as а dc, ch 2), dc in 
same space (corner made), *ch 1, sk next sc [dc in next sc, ch 1, sk next sc] across to next corner, 
(dc, ch 2, dc) in next corner ch-3 space, ch 1, sk next sc, rep from * around, join with a SI st in 3rd ch of 
beg ch-3.

RND 7: With RS facing, join A with a SI st in any corner ch-2 sp, ch 1, *(2 sc, ch 3, 2 sc) in corner ch-2 
sp, 2 sc in each ch-1 space across to next corner, rep from * around, join with a SI st in first sc. Fasten 
off.

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TECHNIQUES 


Adjustable Loop 


Most granny squares are worked in rounds, beginning with a center ring. This method for making the 
center ring, sometimes referred to as magic ring or sliding loop, allows you to pull the ring tightly 
closed. 


1. Wrap the yarn clockwise around your index finger twice, leaving a 6" (15.2) tail. Holding the tail 
between your thumb and a finger, slide the hook under the wraps and catch the working yarn. 


2. Pull the working yarn through the ring, and chain the designated number of stitches. 


3. Work additional stitches into the two loops of the ring, keeping the tail free. Before joining the round, 
pull on the tail a little; one loop will tighten slightly. Pull on that loop, which will tighten the other loop. 


4. Then pull the tail, which will tighten the remaining loop. 


Seams 


Once you have crocheted all the granny squares for a project, you join them into one large piece 
using one of several methods. For some methods you sew seams with yarn and a tapestry needle. 
For other methods, you use a crochet hook. Some might consider this final step of a project to be a 
chore, but to me, the rhythm of hand sewing is soothing and relaxing. 


WHIPSTITCH SEAM 


The whipstitch seam works best for sewing straight-edged seams. This method creates a little 
decorative ridge on the right side of the work. Place two squares side by side, wrong side up, aligning 
the stitches of the outer round. Insert the needle through the top loops of corresponding stitches, 
bring through and around, and repeat.

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CHAIN JOIN 


When the outer rounds of your squares have open spaces, you can join pieces with a stitch pattern 
that suits the spacing. This decorative join can be worked from either side. Place the pieces right 
sides together (or wrong sides together), aligning the stitches. Join yarn in one corner through both 
layers. *Chain 3, skip 3, single crochet through spaces of both layers, repeat from *. 


Blocking 


When your blanket is assembled and you have applied the edging or border, give it a professional 
finish by blocking it. Blocking restores balance to any squares that may be slightly misshapen. It sets 
the stitches and improves the drape of the blanket. | blocked all of the blankets in the same way. 


1. Lay the blanket on a padded surface, such as clean carpet or a bed mattress. Use a tape measure, 
measuring stick, or carpenter’s square to make sure the dimensions are accurate and the corners 
are square. 


2. Spritz the blanket with water using a spray bottle. Pat the squares into shape, working row by row. 
3. Pin along the edges and at seam intersections, using rust-proof pins. 


4. Allow the blanket to dry completely before removing the pins.

TERM CONVERSIONS 


Crochet techniques are the same universally, and everyone uses the same terms. However, U.S. 
patterns and UK patterns are different because the terms denote different stitches. Here is a 
conversion chart to explain the differences.
